NEW YORK. — U.S. Ambassador 
to the United ‘Nations George Bush 
said yesterday commitments he had 
been counting on in the Chinese 
representation vote on Monday night 
Simply “faded away into thin air.” 

Be was speaking in an interview 
on television, less then 12 hours 
after the U.N, General Assembly 
voted to seat the People’s Republic 
of China and expel Nationalist Chi- 
na. 

Mr, Bush, who had been working 
behind the scenes for weeks to re- 
tain membership for Taiwan, spoke 
bitterly of those countries which, 
be said, reneged on their promise 
to him. “You know i expect that 
I should became ‘accustomed to this, 
that there is such a thing as belng 
given a firm commitment, someone 
looking you in the eye and telling 
you, and you think his word means 
something,” he said. 

‘He added: “There were firm com- 
mitments where people just went 
back on their word. I can't think of 
any other way to phrase it.” 

‘Mr. (Bush said: “We took people 
at their word and I expect we 
should re-evalue (sic) this tradi- 
flonal American concept.” 

‘He declined to name the countries 
concerned whose defection led to 8.

Soviet space 
chief dies 


MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet space 
scientist Mikhail Yangel, the man 
beleved to be the head of the So- 
viet space programme, died of a 
heart attack on Monday, Tass re- 
ported last night. 

Tass said Mr. Yange!, 60, “died 
suddenly on Oct. 25, of a heart at- 
tack caused by ostacardiac sclero- 
sts.” 

The Tass obituary, which called 
Mr. Yangel “an outstanding scient- 
ist and in space rocket 
technology,” was signed by Commu- 
nist party chief Leonid Brezhnev, 
Premier Alexei Kosygin, President 
Nikolai Podgorny, other government 
officials and ‘the Soviet Academy of 
Science. 

Yangel was the fourth top-rank- 
Ing Soviet space scientist to die 
in the past flve months, deaths 
that have constituted heavy blows 
to the Soviet space programme. 

Tass said Yangel was the head 
of one of the nation’s largest de- 
signing centres, working on rockets 
used in earth orbital flights. Like 
all leading Soviet space scientists, 
Yengel’s participation In the space 
programme was a carefully guarded 
secret until his death. He was a 
member of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, but official publications Ks- 
ted him as a specialist in machine 
building and made πὸ reference to 
his activities in the space pro-

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 


admission of Communist China into. - 


the U.N. climaxes a 22-year struggle 
by supporters of Peking to gain 
entry for mainland China. The ef- 
fort began in 1950, the year after 


ithe People's Republic was estab- 


lished on the mainiand and the 
Nationalists fled to Talwan. 

That year, the General Assembly 
rejected, 33 to 16, an Indian propos- 
al, and 87 to 11 a Soviet proposal 
to invite Peking here. It alao defzated 
38 to 10 a Soviet proposal to unseat 
the Nationalists. 

Then from 1951 through 1960, the 
Assembly decided each year, in votes 
ranging from 42 to 7 to 42 to 34, to 
postpone the matter. From then on 
until last year — except in the 
chaotic 1964 session when no vote 
was taken —the Assembly annually 
rejected the substitution of Peking 
for Taiwan.

Allon hails 
the young

ister and Minister of Education Yi- 
gal Allon opened the three-day In- 
ternational Symposium on Youth 
Unrest at Tel Aviv University Mon- 
day night by paying tribute to “a 
very real rebellion of young people, 
the courageous rebellion of Jewish 
youth in the Soviet Union.”

— Egypt will thin out her forces 
west of the Canal as will be specified 
in the agreement. 

— Ways and means of control will 
be agreed upon. 

— The line held by the Israeli for- 
ces in accordance with the special 
agreement will not be regarded as 
final. When agreement ts reached on 
a final border in the framework of 
8 peace treaty, the 1.Ὁ. Ε΄. will with- 
draw to that border. 

The special agreement will not 
prevent the parties from continuing 
negotiations between them under 
the auspices of Ambassador Jar- 
Ting, with a view to progress to- 
wards a just and lasting peace. 

These were the main points of 
our approach as presented to the 
American Government in April 
1971, To the best of our under- 
standing these principles can faci- 
litate the opening of the Canal to 
shipping of all states and enable 
the situation in the Cana! area to 
be normalized and the abandoned 
cities. to be rebuilt. They will lead 
to an additional separation between 
the armies and will prevent the 
danger of deterloration towards re- 
newed firing. And all these could 
produce a congenial and appropri- 
ate atmosphere for peace negotia- 
tlons. These principles Indicate that 
Israel does not aspire, as it were, 
to perpetuate the status quo. 
Therefore we explicitly stated that 
the new line which we will hold 
after the withdrawal of the 1. Ε΄ 
from the Canal, when a special 
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fic steps for the additional streng- 
thening of the military might of 
Egypt” had been agreed upon. That 
js, ἃ new military deal wag con- 
eluded, including the supplying of 
additional armaments to Egypt — 
including, no doubt, new weapons.

Soviet relations with Egypt are 
marked today by the obligations 
undertaken by the Soviet leader- 
ship when they signed the Friend- 
ship and Cooperation Treaty with 
the Egyptian President. As will be 
remembered, Clause 8 of the ag- 
reement includes a definite under- 
taking to help build up Egypt's 
miltary strength in order to enable 
that country to Uquidate by force 
“the consequences of the agegres- 
sion.”

TH interruption of aircraft ship- 
ments to Israel and its grave 
significance from both the mili- 
tary and the political points of view 
should be seen agains: this back- 
ground. The interruption of alr- 
“traft supplies to Israel upsets the 
balance of arms in the area, and 
there Is no doubt that It also en- 
courages the Egyptian rulers in 
their preparations to violate the 
cease-fire and commence military 
operations against Israel if she 
does not obey their dictates. But 
we cannot ignore the political sig- 
nificance of the interruption of atr- 
craft shipments. 

We hear President Sadat's re- 
peated demands to the U.S. Gov- 
ernment not to supply us with 
Phantoms. The Egyptian President 
does not conceal that American ac- 
ceptance of this demand is, in his 
eyes, a central goa). He repeatedly 
emphasizes that he is not at all 
interested in Israel's position, but 
only in the U.S, position, because 
his entire aim is to increase Amer- 
jean pressure on us to force us to 
accept his dictates. And he repea- 
tedly demands that the US. use 
the non-supply of aircraft in order 
to weaken Israel’s strength and po- 
sition and to help him impose his 
conditions upon us. 

For a number of months the 
US. has not met our request for 
the supply of aircraft. This fact 
is no secret from Egypt or the 
USSR. and even though it is 
possible to assume that no such 
promise has been given to Egypt, 
the facts speak for themselves. 
Egypt is liable to interpret this as 
acceptance of her demands. 

Israel vigorously rejects an at- 
titude which makes the supply of 
her essential security needs condi- 
tional on any other matter, whe- 
ther such conditions be direct or 
indirect. Israel’s right to have her 
security needs met cannot be con- 
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ditional on other matters which 
are under discussion between the 
U.S. and Israel or between the 
US. and Egypt. 

The U.S. Government has made 
it clear to us in the past that it is 
not in its interest that Israel should 
find herself in an inferior military 
position at a time when we are 
in the middle of political negotia- 
tions. In addition, we have reason 
to assume that the principle of 
continuous military supply, espe- 
ctally of planes, is a permanent 
Principle in the relations between 
our two countries. Israel cannot 
Conceive that the U.S. Government 
would in fact ignore this prinelple, 
with all the serlous implications 
Uable to follow for Israel's secu- 
rity. The Government of Israel 
calls upon the Government of the 
U.S. to enable it to acquire the 
planes which are vital to Israel's 
security. 

On October 14 the Secretary of 
State announced that, following on 
the Soviet-Egyptian communique, 
the U.S. would reconsider its posi- 
tion, particularly in view of Pres- 
ident Nixon's promise that the 
military balance in the Middle East 
should not change. 

We would like to see in this 
announcement of the Secretary of 
State a step which will lead to im- 
mediate practical results. We see 
mo need for any new examination, 
especially since in our opinion the 
U.S. Government has the data neces- 
sary for the study of the problem 
and the adoption of a decision. 

There is no basis whatever for the 
assomption that political concessions 
may be obtained from us by with- 
holding the supply of the means 
vitally reqoired for our security. 
Israel will not be to agree 
to political conditions which under- 
mine her security and fature, even 
in return for a of the 
equipment needed for her security.

‘OW we are being offered an 

intensified discussion of the ar- 
Tangement for the opening of the 
Canal, and this at the very time 
when the Egyptian position has 
hardened. Our position is that an 
agreement between Israel and Egypt 
on this topic would be desirable, 
and could even be a step towards 
permanent peace. But this is so 
only if it does not give Egypt ad- 
vantages should she renew the 
fighting, and does not guarantee 
compliance with {ts position regard- 
ing the final border. After all, the 
Canal could be opened without an 
Israeli withdrawal. But since the 
opening of the Canal is being linked 
to some withdrawal of the LD-F. 
from the Canal Hine, Israel is justi- 
fled in insisting on the maintenance 
of conditions vital to her interests. 
These conditions will reduce the risk 


that Israel has undertaken.

AST month the Security Council 
saw fit to adopt a resolution 
on Jerusalem. ‘Not only Israel, but 
other international factors were 
‘amazed at the very need to hold 
a meeting to discuss this matter. 

From the time Jordan conquered 
ithe Old City by force of arms, ex- 
pelled its Jewish inhabitants and 
Givided the city in two, to the day 
of the city’s liberation and reunifi- 
eation In 1987, Jernsalem ‘under- 
awent 19 years of violation of all 
that Tsrael holds sacred: destruc- 
tion of synagogues and desecration 
of cemeteries, prevention of free 
access by Jews to their holiest 
places, violation of the Armistice 
Agreement provisions on free ac- 
eess to Mount Scopus and the ope- 
ration of ‘the educational and me- 
dical institutions located there. 

Never throughout all thoge years 
‘was the Security Council aroused 
or called into session to debate the 
desecration of Jerusalem, tor was 
the international ¢conselence troubi- 
ed at the atrocities, crimes and 
violations of law committed under 


the aegis of the Jordanian regime. ing 


Now, some four-and-a-half years 
after the liberation of the city, 
‘when Jerusalem can live its life 
without barbed-wire fences, when 
Jews, Moslems and Christians are 
ilving together in cooperation and 
mutual respect, when its Holy 
Places are open to members of 
all fatths and access to them 18 
in truth secure, when Jerusalem's 
Arab citizens, like her Jewish ci- 
tizens, are benefiting from the de- 
velopment and prosperity of the 
city — the Security Council sees 
fit to convene and to resolve that 
the asltuation in the city may “pre- 
judice the rights of the inhabitants 
‘and the interests of the internation- 
al community, or a just and last- 
ing peace’ — and “requests the 
Secretary-General..., using such in- 
strumentalities as he may choose, 
including a representative or a mis- 
sion, to report to the Security 
Council... within sixty days on the 
implementation of this resolution.” 

What has happened in Jerusalem 
to justify the debate and the re- 
solution? What interests of the 
world community are being harmed 
in Jerusalem? Is anyone being 
denied access to a Holy Place of 
‘any faith? Has any resident been 
deprived of his rights? Last year 
alone hundreds of thousands of 
tourists and guests visited Jerusa- 
lem, including tens of thousands of 
citizens of Arab states —. despite 
‘the fact that these states are .still 
im a state of wer with Israel. ΑἹ] 
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these people moved about freely 
everywhere. Is this not living and 
indisputable testimony to the si- 
tuation in Jerusalem? 

We must ask the countries that 
are members of the Security Coun- 
cil, who ralsed their hands to 
support the resolution that was 
adopted: Why may the Christian 
Holy Places be under the control 
of a Moslem State,. but something 
is wrong when these places 518 
under the control of a Jewish 
State? Is a Jewish State less trust- 
worthy than a non-Jewish State? 

Whatever may have been the mo- 
tives of its sponsors and support- 
ers, the Government of Israel will 
not enter into a discussion with any 
political factor on the basis of this 
Security Council resolution. This re- 
solution is devoid of any moral 
foundation, and we consider it com- 
pletely invalid Israel will continue to 
devote her efforts to the develop- 
ment of the city for the benefit of 
all ite residents. She will continue 
to guard scrupulously the Holy 
Places of all religions and wilt gua- 
rantee free accesg to them. She will 
continue to ensure respect for the 
religious rights of all denominations.

If Egypt bas in fact decided to 
renew hostilities in 1971, or at any 
other time— that is for herto con- 
sider and decide on her own res- 
ponsibility. It must certainly be 
clear to the Egyptian Government 
that an attack on the State of Is- 
rael will be met with determined 
resistance. . 

We are prepared to fight back, 
but we repeat our proposal of one 
of two possfbilfties: negotiations for

Hashomer MHatza’'ir ieaders ‘were 
also in touch with Martin Buber, 
but this never evolved into a full 
spiritual partnership. 

The movement was concerned 
Mainly with moukling a “new” Jewish 
type. At the beginning, Zionism 
Played only a minor part in their 
search for self-perfection and ianer 
harmony. Spurning conventional re- 
ligion, they nonetheless spoke in 
religious terms of a quest for 
“salvation,” and they aimed at 
setting up 2 closed idealistic com- 
munity that would be a kind of 
latter-day secular Easene or Has- 
sidic sect. Among their spiritual 
. Influences were Friedrich Nietzsche 
and Otto Weininger, the morose 
young self-hating Viennese Jew who 
committed suicide, 

But gradually the problem of 
Eretz Yisrael came into closer focus. 
The Balfour Declaration brought 
new hope, and members of Hashomer 
Hatza’ir inevitably came to the 
conclusion that only productive work 
on the 901 of Eretz Yisrael would 
ultimately produce the desired new 
Jewish type. The Bolshevik Revo- 
lution had an equally tremendous 
impact on the movement. In due 
course the Revolution would be the

naturally in vain, to arrive at an 
ideal formula through which it 
would be possible to fully reconcile 
Zionism and Communism. . 

The first groups: of Hashomer 
Hatza’ir to Eretz Yis- 
rael.in 1920 and them- 
selves in small kibbutzim in the 
Jezreel Valley. They rigorously pre- 
served their “community” pattern, 
looking askance at all political as- 
sociatioas, cooperating 
with other groups within the Zionist 
Organization. They differed in both 
character and outlook from the other 
Zionist ploneers. Whereas Po’alei 
Tzion and Ahdut Ha’avoda (to unite 
in 1930 to form the Eretz Yisrael 


proved Workers Party — Mapai) were the 


creation of the Second Aliya, in the 
wake of the failure of the 1905 
Russian Revolution, Hashomer Ha- 
tze’ir was 8. product of the “cii- 
mate” of the post-World War I 
Third Alla, driven by the enthu- 
slasm over the success of the 1917 
Bolshevik Revolution. 

During the early 1920s members of 
the Hashomer Hatza’ilr kibbutzim 
underwent great hardships. They ex- 
perienced hunger, malaria, erotic ten- 
sion (because of the small number 
of girls among the settlers) and 
nervous breakdowns. Above all they 
went through a crisis of iden- 
tity: they found it extremely diffi- 
cult to arrive at a consensus as to 
the nature of their socialism and 
the methods of realizing it in the 
Jewish homeland, in retz Yisrael. 

Meir Ya’ari. ~ 

The most prominent and powerful 
leader of Hashomer Hatza’ir through 
all its stages of development since 
1920 has been Meir Ya'ari. People 
who have come in close contact 
with him describe his domineering 
personality in irrational terms, at- 
tributing to hypnotic or magical 
powers to him. The scion of a Has- 
sidic dynasty (of the renowned Rab- 
bi Elimelech of Lizhensk), he seems 
to have learned to conduct himself 
as a Hassidic Rebbe accustomed to 
the adulation of faithful unquestion- 
ing disciples. Some of the members 
could not stand his authoritarian de- 
meanor, resisted what they termed 
the tactics of the “Great Inquisitor” 
and forced him out of the original 
kibbutz — Bittania. (Incidentally, 
the term “kibbutz” is said to have 
been borrowed from the lexicon of 
‘the Bratzlav Hassidim.) 

From the very beginning Hashomer 
Hatza'ir was toro by a dilemma over 
Russian Communism. Was the move- 
ment to accept the principle of 
dictatorship of the proletariat, or 
to subscribe to a democratic 30- 
cialism? Some openly. advocated

national, while others wanted to join 
the Second (Socialist) Internation- 
al In the fierce 1926 controversy 
over whether Hash 
should be named ‘an 

Communist” or “independent Social- 


Hashomer., Hates‘. 


ist” movement, it was finally de- 
cided, though with much misgiving, 
in favour of the latter. 

Moreover, the Movement had to co- 
operate: with a bourgeois Zionist 
Organization. But this wes consider- 
ed merely “a temporary provision.” 
The official programme for the 
1927 Council of the Hashomer Ho- 
tza’lr propounded the “doctrine of 

" under which socialism in 
Eretz Yisrael was to be effected 
in two phases. First, time was to be 
given to the “Jewish National Home” 
to establish itself, even though its 
base would be capitalistic. Then, in 
the second phase, there would be 
an intensive revolutionary class 
struggle leading to the establish- 
ment of a Communist regime. The 
Jewish national constructive plo- 
neering effort was thus given pre- 
cedence over plain “Leninism.” Ag 
to the problem of the Internationals, 
it was decided to join neither. 

In yesrs to come, the movement 
was again and again faced with di- 
lemmas over its attitude to the So- 
viet Union. In 1928, when Stalin 
was already wholly bent on the 
“Arabization” of the Palestine Com- 
muuist Party (ΒΕ...) and definitely 
opposed to Zionism, one of the lead- 
ing members of Hashomer Hatza'ir, 
Mordechai Orenstein, sought to ex- 
plain away the persecution of Zion- 
ism and Hebrew culture in the So- 
viet Union by stating that only 
“bourgeois” counter - revolutionary 
Zionism was being attacked; he 
maintained that there was no essen- 
fal antagonism between the 
Zionist conception of Hashomer Ha- 
tza’ir and Soviet ideology. This “tra- 
Bic conflict" was to haunt Mapam 
for many years, and it was ludi- 
crously epitomized in the party or- 
gan's (“Al-Hamishmar”) exuberant 
eulogy of Stalin — “the peoples’ 
Sun" — when he died in March, 
1953. Moreover, until quite recently 
the movement was extremely eppre- 
hensive about a Western invasion of 
the Soviet Union. Should such a 
threat materialize, spokesmen of the 
movement proclaimed, strict 
“neutrality” would be observed, while 
the movement's extremists called for 
war even if it would be lost. 

Even though, paradoxically, Ma- 
pam today is a member of the 
Government (with two Cabinet Min- 
Isters), this party and its prede- 
cessor, Hashomer Hatza’lr, were for 
Many years on record as opponents 
of a Jewish State. Before the est- 
ablishment of the State, they were 
ardent advocates of a bi-national 
state, subscribing in this respect to 
the main thesis of Judah Magnes’ 
Brit Shalom. In his address to the 
17th Zionist Congress in 1931, Ya’ari 
stated unequivocally: “Our ideal is 
socialistic: concentration of the ma- 
jority of the Jewish People as a free 
workers’ society in the framework 
of -a bdi-national Socialist State in 
Palebtine.: We. reject. the bourgeois 


ideals and the dream about 2 Jewish 


State.) He was not only against a 
Jewish state, but against any state, 
for he had his eye on Lenin's utopia 
of a classless society following the 
ultimate “withering away” of the 
state. 

Another dilemma concerned the 
attitude the movement had to adopt 
toward the Arab worker in Eretz

Jewish labour groups in Eretz Yis- 
rae] insisted on “100 per cent Jew- 
ish labour.” Only in the early 19308 
did Mapai embark upon only par- 
tlally successful plans for a joint 
Jewish-Arab workers’ organization 
(chiefly in the Haifa area). Hashomer 
Hatza’ir worked out some compll- 
cated provisions aimed at resolving 
this dilemma. It was not easy to 
draw an exact line and only a cer- 
tain sector of Arab labour, “the 
steady Arab worker,” was to be ad- 
mitted inte a joint Jewish-Arab 
workers’ organization. 
‘Third force’ 

In the course of Zionist develop- 
ments in the 19303 Hashomer Ha- 
ἘΣ was forced out, as it were, 
of its “community” seclusion and 
driven straight into the political 
arena. It wished to constitute it- 
self as a kind of “third force” be- 
tween the Left Po'ale! Tzion, bor- 
dering almost on Communism, on the 
one hand, and Mapai, lukewarm from 
the point of view of socialiam on 
the other. In addition, the growing 
strength of the Revisionists impelled 
Hashomer Hatza'ir to place itself 
in the Leftist to ward off Jew- 
ish “Fascism.” Hashomer Hatza‘ir 
was in the forefront of the struggle 
which in 1035 repudiated the Ben- 
Gurion-Jabotinsky agreement for re- 
gularizing the peace op the labour 
front in Eretz 
Hatza’ir was a keen supporter of 
Chaim Weizmann and strove for the 
explusion of the Revisionist Party 
from the Zionist Organization. Ha- 
shomer Hatza’ir made its first move 
towards becoming a political move- 
ment in 1936, with the founding 
of the Socialist League. Ten years 
later saw the establishment of the 
Hashomer Hatza'tr Party, followed in 
another 10 years by Mapam — with 
the name Hashomer Hatza'ir today 
designating Mapam’s youth move- 
ment. 

Etkana Margalit’s work Js well do- 
;cumented, drawing much from as 
yet unpublished material as well as 
from oral testimony. The overall 
picture tends to show how a rigidly 
doctrinaire party in Zionism hag 
been able for many years to 
weather flerce storms of Ideologic- 
al strife over tenets, sometimes dia- 
metrically opposed, and yet not to 
break up. This also tends to prove 
how far scholastic arguments can 
go towards convincing willing be- 
Levers.

Ninety per cent of the public 
think that labour disputes cropping 
up after ἃ labour ement 
been signed should be referred to 
mediation or arbitration: the pro- 
portion is the same among wage- 
earners and the self-employed, ac- 
cording to a study carried out for 
the Labour by the Institute 
of Applied Social Research and the 
Communications Institute of the 
Hebrew University. 

Two-thirds of the persons inter- 
viewed would approve the passage 
of 8 law requiring Histadrut appro- 
val before workers may declare a 
strike. The proportion supporting 
this is lower among salaried work- 
ers (63 per cent) and still lower 
among workers in Histadrut enter- 
prises (52 per επί ) — but aven 
among them it is 2 majority. 


Stmilarly, 83 per cent believe that, 
before a strike is declared, a ballot 
should be taken among the workers, 


has instead of leaving the decision to the 


works committee. Half favour a 
secret balot, and half an open 
ballot. White-collar workers prefer 
the former, blue-collar workers the 
latter. 

Yet when asked whether a law
